Boson, Mass., September 25.—William 
Jennings Bryan arrived in Boston at 5:37 
this afternoon. He came over the Boston 
gnd Albany railroad at the Kneeland street 
station, and Was met by a delegation of 
six mentoers of the Bryan-Sewall-Williams 
Club. About 20,000 people assembled to get 
a glimpse of the demccratic candidate, 

Hon. George Fred Williams canrfe in on 
the train with Mr. Bryan, having gone to 
Springfield to Meet him. A great deal of 
care had been exercised by the police to 
handie the crowd at the station. When the 
train rolled in the crowd surged dOwn upon 
the police and swept them away. Again 
and again they made a noble stand to 
control the crowd, but each time they were 
forced up against the side of the train 
that had brought Mr. Bryan in. 

When Mr. Bryan appeared upon the plat- 
form of his car there was a cheer and a 
mighty rush by the crowd. The police re- 
sorted to force, and at last pushed the 
crowd back and mrade way for Mr. Bryan 
and Mr. Williams. The candidate then 
walked through the station to Kneeland 
gtreet, the crowd yelling all the time. When 
he finally reached Kneeland street, where 
his carriage was in waiting, the crowd in 
the street, which filled the whole neighbor- 
hood, cheered vociferously. 

Mr. Bryan quickly entered his carriage 
and was driven to the American house, 
where, after a short reception at which a 
few members of the bimatallic union and 
Hon. Arthur Sewall, of Bath, Me., were 
present, he took luncheon with pronrinent 
silver men. At the close of the dinner 
Colonel Stephen W. Nickerson introduced 
Hon. E. Moody Boynton, who welcomed 
Mr. Bryan to Boston. Mr. Bryan responded 
in a few serious words. 

Mr. Bryan was due to begin speaking on 
the common at 6:45, but it was 7:30 before 
he finally arrived there, and he found 
gathered about the temporary stand that 
had been erected from 50,000 to 75,000 people. 

Police officers said that the crowd num- 
bered at least 75,000. Mr. Bryan said it 
was the largest gathering he had addressed. 

How the Day Was Spent. 

_ Springfield, Mass., September 25.—People 
who saw William J. Bryan yesterday would 
‘tardiy know him today. The long flowing 
locks had been closely clipped and the old- 
fashioned broadcloth coat, which helped 
make him seem older, had been superseded 
by a new cutaway of a modern fashion. 
Mr. Bryan Jooked nearer his real age than 
he has at any time since the campaign be- 
gan. 

A hundred or more people gathered at 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
railroad station in Hartford this morning 
to see Mr. Bryan leave for Springfield. 
They cheered him as he appeared on the 
Diatform of the special car secured by 
the Springfield committee and demanded a 
speech. Mr. Bryan told them something 
about the money question and had jvst 
finished as the train drew out at il:i8. A 
small crowd assembled around the gbryan 
tar at Windsor, Conn., the first stop. A 
hegro marched up to the train bearing a 

_Biece of brown paper with the names of 
McKinley and Hobart chalked on it. 

At Windsor Locks several hundred people 
saw Mr. Bryan. He was cheered and re- 
sponded with a few words. Thomsonville 
Was the last stop in Connecticut. The 
crowd was about equal to that at Windsor 
locks. Mr. Bryan spoke briefly. 

Mr. Bryan was accompanied from Hart- 
ford to Springfield by Edward A. Hall, 
democratic state committeeman, who had 
charge of the canaidate’s party; Colonel! 
John. Lyce and other members of the 
Springfield reception committee, and Mayor 
J.J. Curran, of Holyoke. ' 

An audience numbering about 19,000 peo- 
Dle heard William J. Bryan deliver an ad- 
dress half an hour long in the court square 
here this afternoon. Mr. Bryan reachec 
Springfield at 12:05. The first person who

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PhINCE BISMARCK WROTE IT 


GERMAN PRESS MAKES A STIR 
OVER HIS SILVER VIEWS. 
Authenticity of the Epistle Was De- 
nied by Some Papers—Request 
of Gov. Culberson Printed. 


Berlin, Séptember 2o.—The letter of Prince 
Bismarck to Governor Culberson, of Texas, 


sent in reply to a request from the latter 


to give his opinion on the silver question, 
was cabled back to this country and was 
published by the newspapers here. 

Many doubts as to the authenticity of the 
letter were expressed by the German press, 
it being held by some of them that it was 
an Campaign document prepared in the 
United States to aid the cause of the sil- 
verites. . Inquiries that were cabled from 
Several different sources in the United 
States showed that considerable doubt ex- 
isted there as to whether Prince Bismarck 
really entertained the opinion set forth in 
the letter, 


All doubt as to the authorship of the let- 


ter is now regarded here as having been set 
at rest. 


The Hamberger Nachrichten, which is 
Prince Bismarck’s organ, has printed Gov- 
ernor Culberson’s letter, which was written 
last June, 


In it the governor says: 


The great question of finance {is now 
of supreme interest to the people of the 
United States. It is presented in various 
forms, but in a general way it may be 
Said to be: 

‘First, whether the United States 
Shall adopt the single gold standard, or 

“Second, whether they shall adopt 
bimetallism with both gold and silver 
as the standard of primary money? 

“The argument in favor of each Is 
well known to you, but it is particular- 
ly insisted that we hsould adopt the pol- 
icy of bimetallism because the supply 
of gold in the world for coinage is in- 
sufficient to meet the demand and be- 
Cause such standard will still further 
depress the values of all property. 

“Which, in your judgment, is the best 
policy to adopt, the gold standard, or 
bimetallism. Give your reasons. What 
effect, in your judgment, will the 
adoption of bimetallism by the 
United States have on the cause of bi- 
metallism in Germany and other great 
commercial nations?’’ 

Prince Bismarck’s reply has already been 
published. 


EARTH OPENED AN INCH WIDE 


Earthquake Hits Hito and Honolulu 
People Feel the Shake. 
Honoiulu, September 17, via San Francisco, 
September 25.—A severe earthquake shock 
Was experienced at Hito at 5 o'clock a. m., 

September 13th. 

In the center of the town a crack opened 
from the s@a “‘half-x-mile inland and rg- 
mained an inch in width. The houses all 
being of wood were uninjured. No such 
shock had been felt since 1868. The dis- 
turbance seemed to come from the north- 
east. 

The same shock, in lighter form, awoke 
everybody in Honolulu that morning. At 
Kilaueet the shock was much lighter than 
at Hito. The fire fountains in the pit have 
increased in activity.

Developments of Tonight. 

Developments tonight after the arrival 
of the Southern train from Savannah with 
Comuniissioner Beckett on board show a 
complicated state of affairs in the Daunt- 
less case, which are being denounced. 

Indications point to information of a mis- 
leading character, having caused Commis- 
sioner Beckett to issue the warrants and 
send Deputy Marhsal Wilson here to ar- 
rest the Dauntless’ crew. It is being openly 
charged now that Commissioner Beckett 
was led to believe that neither Local Com- 
missioner Lehman nor Deputy Marshal 
Taylor were in Brunswick, and that, there- 
fore, his services were sought. 

Whether this report is true developments 
under the investigation now on will prove. 
Commissioner Beckett and Deputy Mar- 
shal Wilson are evidently not satisfied with 
the present outlook. 

The trial of Lomm, Devereaux and Wal- 
ker Was announced for 7:30 tonight. Citizens 
representing wealth and integrity were on 
hand with them, but in the meantime 
Commissioner Beckett and Marshal Wilson 
were investigating matters. Later they an- 
nounced a postponement of the case until 
torrorrow morning. It is now quite certain 
that Commissioner Beckett will not sit on 
this case unless Commissioner Lehman sits 
with him. Commissioner Beckett and Mar- 
shal Wilson are fully aware of the local of- 
ficials' presence here. and they have too 
high a regard for official propriety to in- 
vade the territory of other officials.

“The opposition press may well afford 
to pause in their ridicule of the advocates 
of free coinage in their denunciation of 
them as lawless characters, to find out 
whether there is a well-founded reason for 
this advocacy of bimetallism among the 
farmers of the United States, of England, 
of Germany, of France and of every na- 
tion cursed by the gold 
Sstundard. My friends, I assert here and I 
challenge any goldbug paper to dispute it, 
that a financjal policy which is injurious to 
the agricultural classes has nothing to 
commend it to the government of any na- 
tion on earth. (Applause.) The gold stand- 
ard has never commended itself to the ag- 
ricultural classes of any country which has 
ever had it. 

Have the Farmers No Rights? 

“What will you say, then? Will you say 
that these farmers have no right to have 
their interest respecte@&i? No, you dare not 
Say that, because, my friends, they must 
first produce wealth before there is wealth 
to be distributed. Will you say, then that, 
having the right to have their interests 
they have not the intelligence 
to know what is best for them? No, you 
dare not say that, because you know that 
in public life and in business life the best 
brains that you have come from the farms 
of this country. (Applause.) 

“What answer will you make to them? 
When they ask for bread will you give 
them a stone? When they ask for fish will 
you bestow serpents upon them? That has 
been the policy of the financiers of this 
country, and in their selfishness they have 
been attempting to force their ideas upon 
others while others have fallen down be- 
neath the weight of those ideas and the 
financiers themselves have risen to pros- 
perity on the prostrate forms of the fallen. 
(Great applause and cheering.) 

“No person can accuse me of attempting 
to deny the financiers or even to the money 
changers the right to their opinion, the 
right to their votes, the right to every le- 
gitimate influence. What I deny to them is 
this: The right to think for anybody but 
themselves, the right to act for anybody 
but themselves, the right to put them- 
selves above other people and g0 through 
the world crying, ‘I am holier than thou, 
I am holier than thou!’ (Cheers and ap- 
plause.) 

“‘My friends, let me give you one way by 
which you can determine the sincerity of 
men. It is not a new rule. It is as old as 
the law of evidence. It applies to all 
walks of life and to all condittons and to 
all subjects. The man who believes he is 
right tells you what he believes and why 
he believes it. A man who does not be- 
lieve he is right is the man who has filled 
the dictionary with ambiguous terms and 
fills his speech with words of double 
neaning. (Great applause.) The man who 
taiks about ‘sound money’ and then re- 
fuses to tell you what ‘sound money’ means 
Can get a certificate of honesty only from 
himself. (Cheers and applause.) 

‘Sound Money’ and ‘Gold.’ 

“If the advocates of sound money be- 
lieved that their money was good they 
vould tell you that by ‘sound money’ they 
meant a gold standard. I asked a man 
why it was that he was opposed to using 
the word ‘gold’ in the platform. 

‘“‘Well,’”’ he said, ‘‘we have an unreasona- 
ble prejudice against the word gold, and, 
therefore, it was to avoid the prejudice 
that they used the phrase ‘sound money.’ 
(Applause.) 

“My friends, the people have no prejudice 
against the gold, but they have a preju- 
dice against a system that is based upon 
gold and does not furnish the gold when 
people want it. (Great applause.) There is 
one advantage in being a bimetallist. You 
can like gold and silver both, while a gold 
stundard man does not dare ito like silver 
and he does not get much gold to like. (Ap- 
plause.) A man told me that out of nearly 
$1,000,000 collected in taxes at Hartford, 
Conn,, less than $100 was collected in gold. 
Our opponents teli us they want sound 
money, but they want a financial svstem 
built upon an invisible foundation. Do you 
call that soundness, my friends? 

“If you do, you have got to write a new 
meaning for soundness and havo sound- 
ness defined as that which Is dangerous. 
(Applause.) 

“Our opponents talk about honest money, 
and vet, my friends, they never touch 
upon the purchasing power cf a dollar in 
defining what is an honest dollar. They 
tell us that they want good money. Bly 
friends, there are two things that we need 
in tnoncy. We must not only have money 
which is good, but we must have money 
which we can get hold of. (Applause.) if 
rmoncy is so good that you can pray for 
it and long for it but can never see it ex- 
cept when you have the privilege of gaz- 
ing through some grated door and looking 
at somenoly else's pile, then it is too good 
for the masses of the people.

Feud Existed. 
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Seney, Ga., September 25.--(Special.)— 
Lester Echols, son of a farmer living near 
Seney, came into town Iast night about 7 
o'clock loaded up on mean whisky and 
started up the street velling and carsing 
at the top of his voice. Town Marshal Tid- 
well started to arrest him and fearing 
trouble deputized I. C. West *to assist him. 
When Tidwell] «nd Vest took hold of Kch- 
ols a scuffle ensued. Tidwell had Echols 
by thé left arm, his right about his neck, 
but released Echols’s arm and grasped his 
club m his left hand and drew it back as 
if to strike, when Echols jerked his right 
hand loose from West, drew his pistol and 
catching Tidwell's club with his left hand, 
placed the nruzzle of the pistol against 
Tidwell’s left breast and fired. The ball 
entered the breast just below the heart 
and Tidwell sank to the ground with a 
groan and died in a few minutes.é 

Echols dashed off at full speed and before 
the small crowd which had witnessed the 
affair had time to recover from the shock 
he had disappeared. The alarm was raised 
and a pursuing party organized and every 
efrort meade to prevent the the 
ussassin, but all without avail. It 
posed that Echols made his way to the hills 
and his capture is a matter of great un- 
certainty. Later tonight a member of IEch- 
ols’'s family was in town trying to borrow 
money for the purpose, it- is supposed, of 
assisting him in getting away. 

‘The real cause of the shooting Was a 
grudge of several years’ standing between 
the town marshal and the Echols fanfily. 
There was a warrant out for one of the 
brothers of Lester Hehols and in trying 
to serve it Tidwell arrested another broth- 
er, and this caused bitter feeling between 
Tidwell and the family. 

Tidwell had been towa marshal for ten 
or twelve years, Was very popular and high- 
ly respected and had many friends avround 
Seney. He was about forty years old and 
leaves a wife and three daughters and @ 
baby boy. 

Wilburn Echols and his son, Lester, had 
been to Rome and both had been drinking. 
When they got off the train at Seney the 
father went home while Lester remained in 
spit of the efforts of friends to get him to 
go honte. He said: 

“lI am sober, and don’t intend to be run 
over by any d—d officer.’’ 

This morning the mayor of Seney offered 
a reward of $100 for the arrest of Echols. 
Echols is about eighteen years of age, is 
five feet six inches high, weighs about 10 
pounds, has a dark complexion, blue eyes 
and a downcast look about him. He walks 
with a slight stoop, was raised on a farm 
and has the general appearance of a coun- 
try-bred youth. The town authorities will 
request Governor Atkinson to offer an ad- 
ditional reward for his arrest and no ef- 
fort will be spared to bring the murderer 
to justice. 

The warrant on which Lester Echols’s 
brother was arrested was sent from Col- 
orado, where he had gone to Tive and had 
rot into some. sort of trouble. A consid- 
erable reward was offered for his arrest 
and Tidwell, after capturing him, took him 
to Atlanta, where he was confined in jail 
nearly a year. The Echols family never 
forgave him for the part that he took in 
that affair. 

The father of the young men is a man 
of wealth and influence and it is believed 
that he has already assisted Lester Echols 
in reaching a place of safety. Public in- 
dignation is running very high and it would 
go hard wtih the murderer if he should be 
caught. 

Coroner Drennan and Deputy Sheriff Wil- 
liamson went down to Seney this morn- 
ing, an Inquest was held and a verdict of 
murder was rendered. 

Seney has borne a pretty bad nante on 
account of the conduct of the rough ele- 
ment A year ago the liquor license 
was raised to $1,000, which amounted toa 
prohibitory tax, but at the last election a 
wet ticket was elected and the license re- 
duced so that the saloons were opened 
again. Tidwell was mixed up in a lot of 
cases growing out of the factional fights, 
but always proved himself on the side of 
law and order. It is the only place in north 
Georgia, outside of Rome, where liquor {s 
sold openly.

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Girl’s Sweetheart Killed by Her 
Brother and ‘She Is Now on the 
Witness Stand Against Him. 


Columbia, 8. C., September 95,—(Special.§ 
At Lexington courthouse @ young man of 
excellent family ana barely out of his 
teens, is on trial for the murder of a former 
companion, his sister’s sweetheart, and his 
sister is the only living witness. 

Flora Harmon, a girl of seventeen years, 
and R. M. Harmon, a young man of twen.- 
ty, are children of Editor Harmon, of 
The Lexington Dispatch, one of the most 
influential weeklies in the state. John Cal- 
houn Caughman, Jr., a youth of nineteen 
or twenty years, was the son of ex-Fish 
Commissioner Caughman, of this state, 
and reading clerk of the senate. 

Young Caugtiman and Flora Harmon had 
been fond of each other since they were 
children and later that affection ripened 
into love and they became engaged, but 
the parents of Miss Harmon dia not sanc- 
tion the match and obstacles were put in 
The way. The lovers met often, and finally, 
it is said, the pafénts gave their consent. 
But then, strange to say, the ardor of 
the young man to be bound in matrimony 
seemed to have cooled, | 

One evening four months ago Caughman 
called at Miss Harmon's home and _ they 
went out to walk. A few minutes later 
young Harmon, with pistol fn pocket, fol- 
lowed. Soon after a pistol shot was heard 
in a secluded spot in the outskirts of the 
town, and then the girl bespattered with 
the blood of her lover, Was borne uncon- 
scious to her home, while a physiclan was 
summoned to the side of Caughman, who 
had a ss-caliber bullet in his brain, and 
soon expired. 

A large crowd was present when court met 
yesterday, with Judge O. W. Buchanan 
presiding. The greater part of the day was 
consumed in securing a jury. The follow-

A California Industry. 

Some feathers that are extremely fash- 
jonable fetch more than their weight in 
gold. The hunting of birds on which these 
feathers are found is a more profitable 
business, moreover, than gold seeking. It 
is only natural to compare the two, be- 
cause both gold and birds are found in the 
same seciion—Lower California. These 
egret feathers sell from $32 to $35 an ounce 
at wholesale. Of course, they fetch at least 
double that when retailed over the coun- 
ters of New York’s most popular shops. 
They are not sold by the ounce here, 
though. They go by the piece. One, or at 
most three, at from 50 cents to $8 each, 
are the most that w@men even in comfor- 
table circumstances feel that they can af- 
ford. 

While there are probably hundreds’ of 
men who make a business of killing birds 
for their feathers, the best known of the 
feather hunters in the west is Hamilton 
Smith, the white chief of the Cocopah In- 
dians. Their reservation includes most of 
the land on Madelane bay. In the marshes 
of this broad sheet of water are found the 
egret, heron and crane in large numbers, 
Smith reached San Francisco a week or 
so ago with*several bags of feathers, chiefly 
egret. The load weirhed tess than four 
pounds, but it netted Mr. Smith $1,575. biven 
the heron’s feathers come high. They fetch 
at wholesale from §8 to $10 un ounce. One 
heron, Mr. Smith says, will often yield 
feathers worth $150, 1f herons are more 
plentiful than egret, they are more 
profitable hunting, because there is only a 
small tuft of covering on the egret that is 
marketable.

WAGE EARNERS ARE FOR BRYAN 


The Democratic Ticket Will Poll a 
Surprising Vote in the State of 
Ohio This Fall. 


(Special Correspondence New York Jour- 


nal.) 

Cleveland, Ohio., September 23.—The 
ing ambng Cleveland workingmen, caused 
by the trouble between the Brown Hoist- 
ing works and its men, is evidently a Ae 
litical element of no slight importance. 
So much has been said, and so much, it 
may be, is yet to be said about these 
troubles that I have thought it worth 
while to understand them. 

The Brown Hoisting works and Convey- 
ing Machine Company is engaged in mak- 
ing the great cantilevers and their appurte- 
nances now so largely used in raising and 
moving ore, grain and other heavy prod- 
ucts. It was doing a splendid business 
until May last, employing eight hundred 
men, generally highly skilled mechanics of 
various trades, The head of the company, 
Fayette Brown, enjoys the reputation 
among those who know him personally bf 
being a just and considerate man. His 
son, Alexander E. Brown, is, however, the 
general manager of the corporation, and, 
while credited with many of the good qual- 
ities of his father, is more prone to domi- 
nating these whom he has been educated 
to think of us “hands.” 

There was no bvrganization among the 
Brown employes prior to last May. The 
Prcowns seem to have asked no questions 
as to whether their men belonged to trades 
unions or not. Nor does the question 
seem to have been pressed on them by the 
men. 

If there was any dissatisfaction, it was 
as to the manner in which the company 
met the state half-holiday law, by requiring 
these wh) wished to avail themselves of 
it to give previous nbvtice to their forc- 
man, and by Keeping their works Opel on 
Saturday afterncon for the rest. 

Some time in May the boiler inakers in 
the Brewn works were required to Work 
overtime. They complied, but when again 
asked to werk over hours, they requested 
the rate of pay customary in other shops 
in the city—an hur and a half’s pay for 
each hour of overtime. This was refused, 
anc they were told that the Brown com- 
pany would only give an hour's pay f01 
an hour’s work, no matter whether it Was 
after the ten-hour day or not. 

The boiler makers demurred to this and 
were discharged, but, as they were highly- 
skilled men and tnembers of the Boiler 
Makers’ Union, the company found great 
difficulty in supplying their places. 

The boiler makers’ helpers, who still re- 
mained in the employ of the company after 
the boiler makers had gone, were asked to 
take up the work the boiler makers had 
dropped. The helpers remonstrated, de- 
claring that they were not boiler makers, 
but only helpers, and could net do the 
exact work required. They were told, 
however, that the company only asked 
them to Jo their best, and if they would 
do that it would not complain. 

The helners therevpon went to work as 
boiler makers. But before long they began 
to think that if they were zcod enough for 
boiler makers’ work they were good endvugh 
for boiler makers’ pay. But on deciining 
to longer work as boiler makers, at help- 
ers’ pay, they also were discharged, 

The company, though at all other points 
in full ecperation, was thus short in the 
boiler shop, and could only get a few in. 
efficient men for the riveting it needed. In 
this situation, a mechanic in the machile 
shop, who was Known to have been alse 
a boiler maker, was told to drop his lathe 
and to go down t> the boiler shop and be- 
gin riveting. 

Would Not Work in Their Places. 

Tre man complied, but, feeling uncom- 
fortable about it, had not put in a dozen 
rivets when he stopped, went back to the 
machine shop and consulted, separately, 
with four of the oldest machinists as to 
whether he was doing right. 

Finding that their opinion coincided with 
his own misgivings, he told the supcrin- 
tenijent that he could no Yonger do rivet- 
ing while the boiler makers were out, and 
was sent back to his lathe. The next 
day, however, the same machinist, with 
another, was ordered to the bofler shop 
to rectify some imperfections which the 
helpers, while acting as boiler makers, had 
left in their work. 

The two men at first went, but after 
consulting together and coinciding that the 
same principle was involved, they declined 
to go further, and were at once dis- 
charged, : 

There was no trades unfon organization 
in the machine shops, but as soon as tha 
machinists heard what had befallen their 
fellows, there was a general feeling that 
Alexander Brown, the general manager, 
ought to be appealed to, and no one man 
Wishing to approach him, it was decided 
that three of the oldest employes should 
ask for an interview, explain the case of 
the two discharged machinists, and at the 
same time requcst the adoption of the com- 
mon custom of time and a half for over 
time—the point that the WDboiler makers 
had gone out on—and also that the rules of 
the works should tnclude a complete halt 
holiday on Saturday. 

Refused To Listen to the Men. 

The toree men selected saw the general 
manager, who curtly refused to hear their 
message; but. after asking each one sepa- 
rately if he personally had any complaint 
to make and receiving a negative reply, he 
sent them back with the peremptory dec- 
laration that he had no time to consider 
general complaints or requests, and would 
receive no cemmunication from any body 
of the men. 

The three machinists had hardly got back 
to their shops when this notice was pcsted 
by the company: 

“It appearing that some of our employes 
do not understand the terms of their em. 
ployment, we have coticluded to discharge 
all of our employes at noon this day. 

“Such as wish to resume employment 
can apply individually to the superintend- 
ent, and if satisfactory, will be re-en- 
gaged.” 

And that there might be no mistake as 
.o what this meant, when the noon whistle 
hiew, a few minutes afterwards, the super- 
intendent stood at the door of egress from 
the works, saying to each man as he pass- 
ed out, “You are discharged.” 

The Lockout Begins. 

Thus, on the 25th of May, began the 
Brown Wckout. Upon the astonished men, 
the great majority of whom had known 
nothing whatever of the request of the 
machinists, the sudden dismissa! fell like a 
thundercap, and, gathering to talk it over 
on ‘the first vacant lot, they agreed that 
none would return to work until all could 
honorably go back. They appointed a 
committee of their number to act for them 
and finally selected a place where they 
could meet each other, a mile from the 
works. 

Of the rest bf the trouble, thus begun, 
invoking disorder and bloodshed, the fi ing 
of the streets with policemen ana troops 
the keeping of a great many men out of 
work, and the ruin of a profitable business 
it is only necessary tb say that the point 
to which the Brown company has adhered 
is the point with which they began—the 
den sy to meet their men except individ- 
ally. 

The company refused arbitration, when 
the state board of arbitration was called 
in; but, when examined under the power 
which the board has of taking testimony, 
President Brown admitted the propriety of 
talking over the matter with a few of his 
ot employes, to be selected by him. 
seit. 

The matter was thouglit to be settled 
but when the five locked-out men. calle 
directly by himself, came to the place of 
meeting, they found that there had also 
been called with them to represent the 
men some Qf those who had gone to work 
after the agreement of the lotked-out 
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Citizens Aroused Over the Peculiar Arrest 
Of the Dauntless Crew. 
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sioner Lehman. He denied any intention 
of reflecting on the integrity of local gov- 
ernment officials and gaid two reasons 
prompted his actions. One was that he had 
witnesses whom he preferred not to brinz 
to Brunswick for good causes. The other 
was that the prosecution of the Dauntless 
case involved considerable properiy, and 
perhaps the liberty of some of Commission- 
er Lehman’s friends, and he wanted to save 
him embarrassment if possible, but did not 
mean in any way to reflect upon his char- 
acter or his marshal’s. 

Bisbee endeavored unsuccessfully tonight 
to force a trial of his men. He stated that 
they are under arrest and had been pro- 
duced at the time set. His attorneys waited 
patiently for the trial to be called and 
groups of citizens dotted the streets in an- 
ticipation. 

Two things now appear certain: The trial 
will be called tomorrow morning, and Com- 
missioner Lehman will assist in it. 


CUBAN CHARGED WITH PERJURY 


| an Open Boat. | 

Jacksonville, Fla., Septenrber 25.—Dr. 
Joaquin B. Castillo, surgeon general of the 
Cuban republic, appeared before United 
States Commissioner Fagan today to an- 
swer to a charge of perjury made on the 
ground that he had sworn falsely when 
examined by the inspector of immigra- 
tion at Key West. 

The doctor landed at Key West on Sep- 
tember 9th from an open boat in which he 
swore he nirade the trip from Cape Sable 
and that he had not been aboard any 
vessel or held communication with any ves- 
sel from the time he left Cape Sable. The 
government will endeavor to prove that 
this was not the truth, and that Dr. Castil- 
lo had not been to Cape Sable, but landed 
in a boat from the steamer Three Friends, 
which has been libeled on a charge of hav- 
ing entered foreign waters on her last trip 
wutigout having surrendered her coast- 
wise license and taken out a proper regis- 
ter. 

All of the officers and crew were present 
as witnesses, but the first one called, 
Captain W. T. Lewis, refused to answer 
any questions, claiming that to answer 
would criminate himself, as proceedings will 
doubtless be instituted to prove that he 
carried an expedition to Cuba.

New York, September 25.—The former fili- 
buster, Bermuda, has again changed her 
name; this time to Benito Juarez, and ex- 
pects hereafter to sail under the Mexican 
flag. She leaves tomorrow or Monday for 
Vera Cruz under a provisional registry from 
the Mexican consul, stopping at Newport 
News for a cargo of coal. 

A Mr. Leon, a Mexican, has acquired an 
interest in her, with Captain George W.

More Business Embarrassments. Than 
Last Week Showed. 


TRADE UNSTEADY AND EASY 


Some Sections Show a Fair Condition. 
Demand Alone Causes Mills To 
Produce Anything.

“In eastern” jobbing circles the feeling is 
one of inereased confidence. There is 
more doing in some staple lines, noticeably 
at the east, and at a few southern citles. 
In most other instances purchases continue 
for immediate wants only. There is little 
expectation of general revival in business 
prior to the election. 

“Throughout the central west and north- 
west, no material change Is reported in 
general trade features, Exceptions are at 
Cincinnati and St. Louis, where the demand 
for staples is larger. 

‘Savannah and Augusta report a marked 
increase in volume of business, both whole- 
sale and retail, with satisfactory collec- 
tions. Memphis and Galveston report mod- 
erate gains in demand and sales. Improve- 
ment is shown in various commercial and 
industrial lines at New York, Boston, Prov- 
idence and Pittsburg. 

“Improved demand for wool contiues. with 
an upward tendency in prices. There is a 
better jobbing movement in cotton goods, 
which are h*gier. Not much more woolen 
machinery has been started. Sales of wool- 
ens are generally of low-cost variety. The 
Starting up of iron milis and furnaces is 
conspicuous, but makers in some instances 
seem to be anticipating demand. Stocks of 
pig iron have nearly doubled since January 
Ist, while the producing capacity has been 
restricted more than one-third, The better 
feeling in the iron and steel industry is 
not followed as yet by a corresponding 
demand. 

“The general higher tendeney of prices 
of staples continues. The bank clearings 
gauge of the volume of business brings an 
expected decrease as compared with last 
week, the falling off amounting to more 
than 5 per cent, the total for six days end- 
ing September Mth, being $03,000,000, The 
decrease this week compared wi-.-. the cor- 
responding week in 1895 is 14 per cent.

“Cotton advanced an eigth a week ago, 
but lost three-sixteenths, and with full 
receipts might have gone farther but for 
the resumption of work by several impor- 
tant mills. Much less than the full capacity 
of mills is working and the demand for 
goods has been quite slack, with a decline 
of a sixteenth in print cloths, but in other 
goods recent advances are maintained. A 
few of the woolen mills are resuming, the 
belated demand for heavy goods constitut- 
ing most of the gain visible, but manufac- 
turers show confidence that more goods 
will be wanted when the future is more 
clear. 

‘Finished products of iron meet more in- 
quiry and the placing of contracts for 1),- 
000 tons of steel for three new Dattleships, 
for one large building here and for several 
bridges, explains the starting of two or 
three works, but after such months 
have passed, a little business is a gain, A 
sharp fall of $2 per ton in low phosphorus 
pig and a slight rise in grey forge at Pitts- 
burg and in steel plates, are the only 
changes noted in prices.

One of the most notable gatherings of the 
present campaign was that hekl here with 
State Chairman Clay and Hon. Allen D. 

Candler as speakers. 

There were present from a thousand to 
twelve hundred people, and the meeting 
proved to be one of the most enthusiastic 
rallies that Gainesville has ever known. 

Secretary of State Candler was the first 
speaker. Ile was given the warmest kina 
of a reception, for he was at his home, and 
no man is stronger with his home people 
than is this one, who has ever been true to 
the principles and the practice of democ- 
racy.

Grand Jury Indicts Mr. H. M. Atkinson 
and Requires Bond. 


HAULED COAL ON SUNDAY 


Mr. Atkinson Says the Plant that 
Generates Electricity Must Be 
Operated Every Day. 


The grand jury yesterday returned a true 
bill against Mr. H. M. Atkinson, president 
of the Georgia Electric Light Company, 
charging him with having violated the 
laws of the Sabbath day in that he allowed 
coal to be hauled to the plant on Sunday. 

The indictment is said to have been found 
upon the testimony of a man named C. F. 
Tyler, who was the only witness examined 
by the grand jury. 

The action of the grand jury caused quite 
a sensation before it was know What was 
the nature of the indictment. 

The charge upon which Mr. Atkinson was 
indicted is a misdemeanor and the bond of 
$300, which was made later in the day, is 
returnable to the city criminal court and 
the case will be heard when it is reached 
by Judge Berry. 

Behind the action of the grand jury Is 
said to be a bitter fight that has been made 
upon Mr. Atkinson by Mr. Tyler, who has 
endeavored, so Mr. Atkinson says, to com- 
pel him to improve a sidewalk in the west- 
ern part of the city where Mr. Tyler owns 
property. 

The Georgia Electric Light Company, of 
which Mr. Atkinson is president, supplies 
a large amount of electricity used in the 
city for illuminating purposes, and on ac- 
count of the lights being used on Sunday it 
is also necessary that the plant where the 
current is generated be in operation at all 
times. Many of the churches, nearly all of 
the hotels and a great many residences use 
electric lights. and the lights are used on 
Sunday as well as any other night in the 
week. 

[t was on account of coal being hauled 
from the railroad to the electric plant, so it 
is said, tthat Mr Tyler appeared before the 
grand jury and gave the testimony upon 
which Mr. Atkinson was indicted. 

“It is, of course,’’ said Mr. Atkinson,‘‘a sil- 
ly proceeding. ‘“‘Mr. Tyler, who lives tn 
he fourth ward, has tried to make our com- 
pany lay a s™“lewalk about his place. This 
we refused to do, as we had already ex- 
pended several thousand dollars in making 
improvements in this neighborhood. Mr. 
Tyler then appeared before the council and 
tried to compel us to lay the sidewalks. 
In this he was unsuccessful and now he has 
tried to get even, as it were, by appearing 
before grand jury and testifving that 
I have broken the laws of the Sabbath. 

“T have not the slightest fear of the mat- 
ter giving me any trouble, only I will have 
to lose a little time. possibly, in attending 
court when the case comes up. I supply the 
power for the cars of the Atlanta Railway 
Compéeny. Suppose [ didn’t run the plant 
on Sunday, why there would be no cars on 
that line in operation. The churches would 
and the hotels, and many people 
would be in the dark who depend upon the 
electric lights. If the plant is operated on 
Sunday it is very plain that we must have 
cOal with which to generate the current and 
keep engines running. No, there is 
the testimony except that coal 
was hauled to the plant upon the Sabbath. 
which was a necessity. I do not claim tnat 
[run the plant for charitable pur .oses.”’ 

The indictment returned by the grand jury 
is us follows: 

“The said H. M. Atkinson did, on the 20th 
of September, in the year of Our Lord 1896, 
with force and arms, being then and there 
president of the Georgia Electric Light

Columbus, Ga., September 25.—(Special.)—

a steamer arrival in Columbus today. 

The low condition of the river for the past 
greek or two has suspended navigation on 
the upper part of the river, and conse- 
quently there was considerable surprise 
this morning when the blowing of a 
steamboat whistle was heard. 

The arrival was the R. L. Hill. an in- 
dependent steamer that has heretofore 
plied the lower river. It draws less water 
than the other boats and was therefore 
able to make the trip to Columbus when 
the others failed. The boat is a queer 
looking vessel and excited considerable 
curiosity.

The Czar at Balmoral. 
The czar of Russia is now on a visit 
to his grandmother-in-law at Balmoral 
castle in Scotland. Lis safe arrival at 
the old queen's summer home, together 
with the incidents of his royal journey, 
have furnished engaging topics of in- 
ternational discussion during «the past 
week. 
With the spectacular feature of the 
ezar’s trip, however, the world at large 
is less occupied than with the more im- 
portant effect which it will doubtless 
have upon the Turkish questign. No 
Kuropean monarch has a stronger influ- 
ence over the sultan than the Russian 
ezar, and yet up to this time, in all like- 
lihood, the ezar has lost but little sleep 
over the Armenians. Not that he 1s

The scenes that are described as 
disgraceful are no doubt a part of the 
eurriculum of Yale. Our impression is 
that the Bryan meeting was attended 
by the class in political economy, with 
their books and bottles of reference, and 
that their vells were intended to convey 
to the public a faint idea of what they 
had learned in economics by means of 
their books and bottles of reference. 

It has often been said that our southern 
colleges do not compare favorably with 
the highly endowed institutions of the 
east. At Charlottesville and Lexington 
in Virginia, at Nashville in Tennessee, 
at Athens in Georgia, and at other seats 
of learning in Georgia and throughout 
the south, the college faculties persist in 
going on in the old-fashioned way.

Why Has He Changed? 

In upholding the single gold standard 
With much youthful ardor, despite 
the weight of his four score years, Gen- 
eral Palmer seems to have forgotten his

past record on the money question. 
Not so, however, with the public. 
Though sometimes generous and for- 


giving, the public is rarely ever forget- 
ful. In confirmation~ of this ‘shomely 
truth the following extract from one of 
General Palmer's speeches in 1878S is 
now going the rounds of the democratic 
press: : 

My financial theories demand the free 
coinage of gold and silver by the United 
States, and the divorce of congress and 
the treasury from the control of the cur- 
rency; and then, with an honest, econom- 
ical and orderly administration of public 
affairs, the proper adjustment of the tar- 
iff upon strict revenue principles, @ sys- 
tem of free banking Npon security for the 
redemption of its circulation in coin and 
the restoration of local self-government 
to all the people of the states, we might 
expect a return of prosperity to the peo- 
ple. 

Language was never more terse or 
transparent than that jn which the fore- 
going remarkable statement is clothed. 
General Palmer was then ae devout 
friend of bimetallism. liad any one 
dared to insinuate at that time that he 
was anything else but a bimetallist his 
righteous indignation would no doubt 
have been thoroughly aroused. It was 
popular in those days to uphold the 
cause Of silver. McKinley himself was 
then a bimetallist of the most pro- 
nounced type, and eyen the astute Car- 
lisle was a zealous champion of the 
cause. whieh he is now seeking to 
crucify. 

Why these leaders have changed about 
so completely on the money question the 
public is at a loss to understand. Hav- 
ing confided in them once, the intelli- 
gent voters of the country are not apt 
to confide in them again. qieneral 
Palmer may wax even more eloquent in 
his old age than when he stood at the 
zenith of his intellectual power and ad- 
vocated the cause of bimetallism. but 
he can never fully regain the confidence 
of the American people until he ex- 
plains the miraculous nature of his con- 
version and proves that the cause which 
he advocated with so much zeal in 1878 
is nothing more than a mere phantom. 

But Senator Palmers allegiance to sil- 
ver, if his own statement is reliable, did 
not end in 1878. On a notable occasion, 
less than six years ago, he planted him- 
self squarely in line with the Chicago 
platform. It was when he was a ecan- 
didate for United States senator. There 
were three labor members of the Illinois 
legislature whose support was necessary 
to secure his election to that office. 
Unable to gain the coveted seat without 
them, the balloting proceeded for days 
and weeks in what has since; been 
known as the most remarkable deadlock 
in the history of the state. Finally in a 
conference which was held with these 
labor men Senator Palmer protested that 
he was ardently in favor of free coinage, 
and in proof of his sincerity he produced 
the files of the paper which he had 
formerly edited, The MTlinois§ State 
Register, showing that he had always 
been a consistent advocate of that prin- 
ciple. On the faith begotten of this evi- 
dence Senator Palmer s¢cured the neces- 
Sary votes and was elected to the Tnited 
States senate. 

Notwithstanding the pledges which he 
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made on that occasion Senator Palmer 
is today seeking to defeat the principle 
of free coinage, and to fasten upon the 
American people for another term of 
years the iniquitous policy of the single 
goll standard. Undoubtedly Senator 
Palmer is the prize humbug of the cam- 
paign. 

It is rather significant that no coln- 
ments on Hill's course can be heard at 
democratic headquarters.

Scarcely a year passes without bringing 
to light some valuable document which has 
slept for generations in its secure hiding 
place. During the week which has just 
zone by a very important state paper was 
discovered by one of the government offi- 
Clals in the treasury departmnt. 

It was the original warrant, dated 1825, dl- 
recting the treasury of the United States to 
pay General LaFayette the sum of $200,000 
“in consideration of his services and sacri- 
fices’’ in the revolutionary war. 

The document is old, faded and badly torn, 
but briefed and docketed in regular form: 
“Received payment, January 11, 1825,’’ and 


the fine, feminine-like signature, ‘‘LaFay- 
 ette.”’ The document is drawn as follows: 


“To Thomas Tudor Tucker, Treasurer of 
the United States, greeting: Pay to General 
Lak avette, or order $200,000, being the 
amount allowed him in consideration of his 
services and sacrifices in the war of the 
revolution, pursuant to an act of congress 
concerning him, approved 28th of December, 
S24, agreeably to a certificate of the comp- 
troller of the treasury, dated January §&, 
1820, recorded by the register, copy where- 


of is filed in my office. For so doing this 
shall be your warrant. Given under my 
hand and the seal of the treasury, this 


eighth day of January, in the vear of our 
Lord, one thousand eight hundred and 
twenty-five, and of independence the for- 
ty-ninth. WILLIAM H. CRAWFORD, 
“Secretary of the Treasury.”

1HE PASSING THRONG. 


“George Fred Williams is playing a good 
hand in the political game in Massachu- 
setts,” said Mr. D. W. Ames, a traveling 
man from Boston yesterday. 

“When Williams came back from Chi- 
cago the democratic politicians of the state 
were either against him or were waiting to 
see how the people would take Bryan. Wil- 
liams, almost single handed, took up the 
silver fight and with a good following 
among the masses,* began to make dry 
bones rattle. Ex-Governor Russell was op- 
posed, of course, to Williams, but the gov- 
ernor, poor fellow, did not live long after 
he got back from Chicago. We have an 
enormous labor vote. Unfortunately it 
had not seen much free silver literature 
and was not so well advanced on the sub- 
ject as the working men and farmers of 
the south and west were. Williams had 
an uphill fight of it. The only aid he got 
from the newspapers was criticism, but 
that Was better than not to get in them 
at all. Williams devoted himself to getting 
a silver sate convention and the one which 
meets tomorrow will declare for silver. lt 
will also nominate Williams for governor, 
I expect.

I see that Mr. Bryan is 
to be in Boston tonight. Williams arranged 
his coming for a purpose. It was to help

“The democrats of New York are intense- 
ly disgusted with Senator Hill,” said Mr.

Night by night, after the gang 
had been chained upon the guard bed, he 
wrenched his anklets off, and with his nails 
and a rusty bolt. he bit his way inch by 
inch through the stone and earth. 

He worked with the strength, swiftness, 
and science of a mole, and never by a tap 
of the bolt or the scratching of a nail be- 
trayed himself. He seemed to swallow the 
Stone and the earth which he displaced, 
for he left never a trace behind him. He 
was always on his plank, sound asleep, 
when the whistle gave the signal to turn 
out in the morning, his ankle safe in the 
ring. When the tunnel was within a yard 
or two of completion, the plot was discov- 
ered. One of Andre's subordinates, con- 
demned for a breach of the rules to the 
black hole, begged an interview with the 
governor, and “blaw the gaff.”” The gov- 
ernor, accompanied by an orderly with a 
dark lantern, made a ‘‘round of surprise’”’ 
the next night, and the bull’s-eye was 
flashed upon Andre burrowing in his tun- 
nel. He had an interview with the flogger, 
and it was noticed that he smiled at the 
last stroke but one. An inspiration had 
come to him under the lash. He was three 
wecks in hospital, and went to work again 
on the night of his release. A second time 
he was betrayed, and Jean de Bourreau 
piqued that Andre had so soon forgotten 
him, made a terribly serious use of the 
whip on that occasion. Andre, however, 
had the satisfaction of learning that the 
governor had expressed astonishment at 
the skill of his work. He had made a 
second tunnel, reaching within an arm’s 
length of the harbor wall, and a kind of a 
little vestry room midway, in which he had 
bestowed provisions, tools and a useful as- 
sortment of disguises.

Dixon met his match 
at last, arid although the decision was a 
fair one, there were many who thought 
White had the best of the encounter. 

The western man lacked steam behind 
his blows and depended almost entirely on 
his left, with which he jabbed Dixon time 
and time again until his nose and mouth 
were bleeding freely and his left eye badly 
puffed up. White was undeniably game 
and clever, and the manner in which he 
blocked and avoided Dixon's rushes and 
swings gained him the admiration of the 
crowd. 

Although White's face was unmarked at 
the end of the struggle, his body showed 
the effects of the blows which Dixon land 
ed. Had the westerner possessed more 
hitting power Dixon must certainly have 
gone down before the blows which were 
landed plentifully on his jaw during the 
battle. , 

As it was White had all the best of the 
last round and smilingly jabbed Dixon all 
around the ring, landing on the damaged 
face while the colored lad clinched desper- 
ately.

‘NO PARDON FOR HIM| 


President Cleveland Tura; Down ‘‘Big 
Charley’’ Chisholm’s Plea. 


WON’T RESTORE HIS RIGHTS 


President Says the Counterfeiter Must 


Serve a Term of Probation. 


HIS CRIME PRECLUDES PRESENT CLEM:NCY 


Chisholm Declared His Purpose of 
Leading a Better Life When Re- 
leased from Prison.

Chisholm, known as “Big Charley” 
holm. who, it will be remembered, 
a term in the Unitel States penitentiary 
at Columbus, O., for ceunterfelting. The 
president says that the character ot Chis-

holm's crime precludes the granting of cx- 
executive clemency at present. 

Chisholm was released from prison about 
twelve months ‘ago, after having served 
his sentence of five years. He returned to 
Georgia and a few days after his release 
turned up in Atlanta. While here Chisholm 
declared that he had repented of his sins 
and had resoived to lead an honorable life 
in the future. He said that he was done 
with crime and that from that time he 
intended to lead an exemplary life, one 
unblemished with the stain of crime and 
free from the environment of prison. 

Chisholm’s profession of reformation was 
regarded as sincere by many and some of 
his former enemies and the officers who 
had so unrelentlessly prosecuted him were 
diposed to give the ex-convict a liberal op- 
portunity to do right, and he was encour- 
aged and aided in his purpose by those 
who had been his foes. The ex-convict 
said that he was done with prison bars 
and that he had entirely cut loose from 
his old ways and would settle down to 
hard work at some honorable trade or 
profession. His labor and experience at 
Columbus learned him several trades, at 
any of which he could make an honoradie 
living, and he pledged himself to do it. 

Conviction Lost Him His Rights. 

Nothing has been heard of Chisholm in 
recent months and so far as known he 
has lived the exemplary life he so earnestly 
marked out for himself. It was not gen- 
erally known that he had applied for a 
restoration of the rights of citizenship, 
however, which were lost to him by his 
conviction and imprisonment in the peni- 
tentiary. But for the pardon of the presi- 
dent Chisholm can never again be a 
citizen in the eyes of the law, and as an 
ex-convict he is not entitled to the ordi- 
nary privileges of the freeholder. The 
president can at any time grant an order 
pardoning the ex-convict and by that act 
the full citizenship enjoyed by Chisholm 
before the time of his conviction will be 
restored to him, It is that which President 
Cleveland has just refused to do. 

In declining the application of Chisholm 
the president says that he is ‘usually 
willing to restore rights of citizenship to 
those who have been convicted of crime, 
and, after having suffered punishment, ap- 
pear in time to redeem their characters 
and live honest lives, but that in most 
cases of this kind, however, a term of pro- 
bation ff required as a test of the sinceri- 
ty of their profession of reformation. In 
this particular case the character of the 
crime precludes clemency at present.” 

Career of the Chisholms. 

The Chisholms, “Big Charley” and ‘“Lit- 
tle Charley,” will be remembered by read- 
ers of The Constitution. Several years ago 
they were charged with counterfeiting, and 
upon trial in the federal courts they were 
convicted and sent up for five years each. 
The Chisholms are cousins and they mar- 
riled daughters of Jim Latham, one of the 
most noted characters in this section of 
the state. 

Latham became implicated in the work 
of his son-in-laws and he, too, was sent 
to the penitentiary for counterfeiting.. He 
was released over a year ago and has since 
lived in Atlanta. The trio were caftured 
and their outfit seized at a point north of 
the city, near Suwanee. 

Shortly after his release from pnrison 
“Little Charley’’ again took up his life of 
crime and only a few months ago he was 
again sent to the penitentiary, this time 
upon conviction of burglary in the Fulton 
superior court. He was sentenced to a 
term of ten years by the lamented Judge 
Richard Clark and he is now in the Geor- 
gia penitentiary. 

The officers and others say that “Big 
Charley’’ and Latham have really reformed 
and that they are leading upright lives 
now.

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ROAD FILES A CLAIM. 


Georgia Northern Holds a Claim 
Against a Lumber Company. 
The Georgia Northern Railroad Com- 
pany filed a claim in the state railroad 
commission yesterday against the Georgia 
Southern ard Florida and the fPinopolis 

Sawmill Company. 

The paper is a lengthy one and in [t some 
serious cherges are brought out. The 
Georgia Northern claims that the sawmill 
company built a tram road for the ‘pur- 
pose of hauling logs and other lumber. 
The road, they say, is not under tne laws 
of the state and could be conducted at a 
small expense. This road, they say, in- 
vades their territory and diverts a large 
amount of freight from their territory, 
delivering it to the Georgia Southern, 
They further claim that the railrdad com- 
pany divided the freight charges with the 
sawmill company.

FULL OF POLITICS. 


How a Missouri Banker Rebuked the 

American Bankers’ Association. 
From The St. Louls Republic. 

When Mr.. Norwood, of North Carolina, 
had finished his political harangue and as- 
sured the convention that the Old North 
State would go on record for sound money, 
Dr. C. W. Seeber, of Higginsville, Mo., vice 
president of the State Bankers’ Association, 
rose and said: ‘‘Mr. President, I rise to in- 
quire what is the question under 
Sion this morning?” 

The Chair: “It is a call of states to give 
members an opportunity to relate the bank- 
ing conditions in their respective locali- 
ties.”’ 

Dr. Seeber: ‘‘I thought perhaps it was a 
political meeting.’ 

That ended the incident on floor 

To a Republic reporter who asked him in 
his seat what was the object of in- 
quiry, Dr. Seeber-said: ‘“‘lhe by-laws of 
this association expressly say it shall he 
non-partisan, and that politics shall be 
chewed in its discussion. 

“This whole proceeding here this morning 
on the call of states is simply outrageous. 
It has turned the convention into an ex- 
perience nveeting to enable the members to 
boost Mark Hanna's booby, McKinley. 
Missouri, Mississippi and other southern 
States, whose representatives have respond- 
ed, guardedly eschewed all reference to 
the politics of the money question, but 
decently reported on the condition of bank- 
ing in their states, just what was proper 
to do. Anything outside of that is grossly 
out of place, and no one knows it better 
than the gentleman in the chair. Before 
one-third of the delegates were in the hall 
yesterday morning they that snap 
gold resolution, which was intended to gaz 
any further discussion on that point. It 
seems the programme is to turn this con- 
vention into a political machine for Mark 
Hanna and his mortgaged man McKin- 
ley.” 

Deiegate Steeber's protest against politics 
in the bankers’ convention proceedings ap- 
parently had little effect. The next response 
to. the roll-call was fronr W. A. Graham, 
of Ohio, and this was a political oration 
“from ’way back.”’. After stating that the 
banking interests of Ohio were solid. Mr. 
Graham said thai Ohio bore gcod will to 
every section of this country, east, west, 
north and south. It was a great stute and 
had produced great men. There was the 
veteran, Jolin Sherman (applause), the 
Ereat Ohioan who is now managing the re- 
publican campaign, Mark Hanna (greater 
applause), and finally the presidential can- 
didate ‘of the. republican party, William 
Kinley (greatest applause), 

Called the Politicians to Order. 

The enthusiasm following this 
trotting out of Ohio's republican 
ties with the campaign significance of the 
aitempt seemed too much, even for Pres- 
ident Pullen. That officer arose and rapped 
on the table for order. 

“Gentlemen,” he’said “our time is short. 
It might be as well hereafter to confine 
ourselves to a practical business discussion 
of the rmeatter in hand.” 

But this had little effect. The next del- 
egate to answer the roll call was Mr. Hart- 
well Baker, of Philadelphia. Mr. Baker 
Stated that the banks of Philadelphia were 
very conseryutive, but that they were now 
discounting paper, takine deposits, etc., just 
as though no cloud hung over the political 
skies. Vhis was of their faith in 
the common. sense of the people of the 
United States; they did not believe that the 
people could be soe dishorest as to vote for 
dishonest money. As for the state of Penn- 
Sylvania, she would double New York’s 
promised 300,00 majority for McKinley. 

Judge T. J. Latham, of Memphis, re- 
sponded for Tennessee. The judge is an 
intense republican of the force bill type. As 
@ purist in politics, he nas ever strained his 
lungs in denouncing the snoliation of the 
ballot box. But in his speech yesterday, 
while congratulating the Hannzites that 
the money question had divided the demo- 
crats, the judge’s zeal got the hest of 
hint and he said: ‘“‘We have got some of 
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the experts on our side this time, and we 
are encouraging them to lay on their fine 
work thick enough to defeat the party of 
cheap money and repudiation.”

Walter B. Hill spoke tonight 
crowd in the superior courtroom 
of Seab Wright for governor. 

Fair elections and prohibition were his 
main points. 

The bulk of his address was devoted toa 
prohibition and the advocacy of the Bush 
bill. 

It had been generally rumored during the 
day that Hill would announce in his speech 
whether he would accept the populist nom- 
ination for state senator from this dis- 
trict, made the latter part of August, and 
the aud‘ence was much concerned to hear 
his answer. In concluding his address he 
stated he would not accept the nomination 
and based his declination principally on the 
ground that he had promised Seaborn 
Wright, when he was nominated for gov- 
ernor, that he would campaign the state 
for him, and he was resolved to carry out 
his pledge. 

Hill saic if he accepted the nominat'on he 
could not fill his promise to Wrght and 
he did not care to localize his campaign, 
which he would have to do if he ran for 
senator «gainst Kerner. He said he had 
withheld the announcement of his decii:e2- 
tion for some time with the consent of the 
populist district executive committee for 
the purpose of asceraining if possible if 
werner would support the Bush bill. The 
result of his investigation had left him in 
doubt, he said, for while Berner had de- 
clared he was a prohibitionist, he had alec 
said he would vote against the Bush bill. 
Hill said he had ascertained that Berner is 
acceptable to the liquor men and declared 
that the opposition to Berner was crystaliz- 
ing, and that the welkin of Bibb would soon 
ring with this opposition and Monroe and 
Pike woud join in the shout.

‘WHO HAS THIS MONEY? 


Twe Members of African Company in 
Jail Charged with Having It. 
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COMPANY IN THREE FACTIONS 
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Small Matter of Changing Headquar- 
ters Caused Much Trouble—May 
Take Years To Settle It. 


The Elder-Dempston Liberian Association 
Company, of which Frank Drakeford, now 
in Fulten county jail, was treasurer, is 
divided into three factions. 

The association company 
through many trials and troubles and end- 
receiver and with one 
of its officers and one of lis members in 
jail. The whole trouble was caused by the 
refusal of certain members of the asso- 
clation company to move to the new head- 
quarters selected by the directors, 

This refusal caused the company to be 
divided into two factions, but lately the 
company has developed into three factions. 
Some of the members becoming displeased 
with the way things were going in the other 
two factions decided to join forces with 
a company of the same kind in Birming- 
ham, Ala. 

No active work is being done by either 
faction. They are in the hands of a re- 
ceiver and the funds of the company are 
not forthcoming. Berry Wright is in jail 
charged with having possession of the 
money and Frank Drakeford there 
charged with contempt of court for retus- 
ing to give up money which he claims he 
has not. 

Not until the financial of the 
association company are settled will it do 
any active work, It is the intention of the 
whole crowd to go to Liberia, Africa, but 
since the money is not in their possession 
they will defer the trip until it is forth- 
coming. 

They hold regular meetings and discuss 
the matter, but all business is at a stand- 
still until the money is found, The treas- 
urer of the affair is in jail and until he is 
released nothing can be done toward ob- 
taining the funds. 

Under the law he can be held as 
as the court may see fit. He says that 
has not seen the money since he turned it 
over to Berry Wright, and says that {t is 
useless to keep him in jail since it is im- 
possible for him to produce tue money. 

Frank Drakeford, the treasurer of the 
ill-fated concern is a negro of about fifty- 
five vears and very intelligent. He was 
well-known to those of his race and his 
popularity caused him to be made treasurer 
of the association company. 

Hie is known all over the city, and was 
always looked on as an honest negro. By 
his industry he has bought a house and 
lot which are the pride of his heart. He 
protests that he is innocent of having taken 
the money of the affair of which he is 
treasurer. With tears in his eyes he told 
his story yesterday afternoon and declared 
that if he was kept in jail until he died it 
would be impossible for him to return the 
money. 

He says the reason he turned the money 
over to Wright was because there wus a 
dispute among the nembers as to whether 
or not the money should be deposited in 
the bank. He says he was in favor of de- 
positing the money, but would not do 
until the members had met and settled the 
matter. The meeting never took piace and 
he thought that the best thing he could 
do would be to turn the money over to 
Wright. Wright was at that time, he says, 
a high officer in the affair and was willing 
to take charge of the money. 

Wright does not deny having the money, 
but says he intends to keep it until he is 
released from jail. He he has suf- 
fered on account of the money and he in- 
tends to Keep it. It is said he at one time 
stated he would give up the money if he 
was released from fail. 

On account of this state of affairs the 
business of the Elder-Dempster-Gaston Li- 
berian Association Company at a dead 
standstill. Not until its two members are 
turned out of jail can anything be done. 
The members are anxiously awaiting the 
release of their treasurer and member 
who has the money. Their meetings are 
sad to wnat they once were. 

Since the trouble of the company began, 
two years ago, two of the most prominent 
members have died, and it may be that 
several others will expire before the matter 
is settled and all business wound up. Those 
interested are waiting patiently, however, 
and don’t mind waiting if there is any 
prospect of getting their money. 

A receiver has been appointed for the 
comnany, but ag yet he has received z:oth- 
ing. He made an attempt to receive the 
money which is keeping two men in jail, 
but found that it was jn other hands. Had 
he been abl» to get theNnoney from the 
treasurer the troubles of he company 
would hove been averted an’ the larger 
number of its members would now be loll- 
ing on the banks of some beautiful stream 
in tropical Africa, surrounded by all the 
necessaries of life.

PLUMBERS MAKE TAPS 


But They Fail To Report to the 
Waterworks Department. 


CITIZENS GET FREE WATER' 


Officials Will Prosecute Both Plumber 
and Citizens Who Contrive To 
Cheat the City. 


The water works department officials 
have determined to inforce the ordinances 
adopted by the council to protect the city 
from improper uses of the water furnished 
by that department. 

It is chatged that citizens have permitted 
jmproper connections with the water mains 
to be made and that they have used the 
city’s Water without paying for the same. 

The officials have recently discovered a 
number of instances where pipes were 
improperly connected and no report of the 
work wus made to the department. 

The officials say that plumbers, unknown 
to them, have made connections with pipes 
for citizens without making a report of 
their work to the water works department, 
as required by the law. Not receiving a 
report of the taps and connections made 
by the plumbers property owners got the 
benefit of free water supply, the department 
having no knowledge of the fact that water 
was being used. 

The department inspectors started on 
their rounds examining all of the water 
meters in the city a few days ago and they 
have reported severai cases where parties 
have been using the water without paying 
for it. In some cases pipes have been run 
from one lot to another and occupants of 
iwo and three houses have been using 
water from one pipe, the supply running 
through one meter on one of the lots. In 
that wav the property owners paid only 
one meter tax of 60 cents per month, where- 
as the rule of the water department re- 
quires the payment of that amount for 
every house supplied with water. 

The instances of the kind just mentioned 
are frequent, and Secretary Brown, of the 
department, says that in future parties 
using water without paying for it will be 
made to suffer the penalty of the law. 

Another determination of the officials 
that they will proceed against any or all 
plumbers who make water pipe taps and 
connections without making a proper report 
of the same to the department. 

The law requires the plumbers 
in a report of the work done by 
tapping or connecting water pipes, and 
failure to obey the law is punishable by 
a tine and places the guilty plumber sub- 
ject to the penalty of having his license 
revoked, preventing him from carrying on 
the business of plumbing in Atlanta at any 
time in the future. law severe in 
both cases mentioned and citizens are 
liable for a misuse of water and may be 
punished in the recorder’s court. 

The rules of the water repartment re- 
quire that water furnished to every house 
must be paid for at the rate of 00 cents per 
month when than 6,000 gallons are 
used,

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George Gikes Is the Victim of Two 


Bold Desperadoes. 


ATTACKED AT HIS FRUIT STAND

Was Struck Three Murderoys Blows 
and Then the Robbers 
Filed. 


The boldest attempt at highway robbery 
that has been reported in this state in 
maiy years occurred early Monday morn- 
ing at the corner of Edgewood avenue and 
Ivy street. The matter was kept secret 
and only came out fin a earing in police 
court yesterday afternoon, when the high- 

Waymen were bound over for assault to 
murder. 

George Gikes, a middle- -aged Italian, runs 
& fruit stand at that place. The eStab- 
lishment is kept vpen day and night, 
Gikes attends to the business at night 
While his brother deals out fruits and 
candies to the customers in the day. 

Yesterday morning about 2 o'clock Gikes 
Was standing in front of his place of 
business, in the full glare of the electric 
light. His brother was inside the little 
store asleep. The street was lonely and 
deserted. The eold weather had driven 
the pedestrians to their homes long be- 
fore. 8 | 

As Gikes stood gazing up Kdgewood 
avenue toward the Equitable building, two 
big black negroes emerged from the shade 
of the vacant lot, across the street. One 
was armed with a fence paling, and they 
crept stealthily up to their victim. 

One of the highwaymen struck the 
lialian a terrific blow on the back of the 
head with the heavy stick. Gikes stagger- 
ed forward, but did not fall. The negro 
then struck him two more murderous blows 
in quick succession in the same place, and 
the Italian fell to the ground, stunned and 
bleeding. 


Came To His Brother’s Assistance. 
By this time Gikes’s brother, who was 
onty, a Short distance away, was awake- 
ed by the noise, and suspecting simething 
Was wrong, rushed to Gikes’s assistance. 
Just as the negroes were preparing to 
rifle the cash drawer, he rushed at them, 
and they fled down Edgewood avenue a3 
fast as their heels could carry them 

Gikes had then risen from the pavement 
and started tb run after his assailants, 
but after he had gone fifteen fee: he fell 
to the ground totally unconscious. The 
blood was issuing freely from the wound in 
his head, and he was picked up and car- 
ried into the house. Physicians were Has- 
tily summoned and Gikes’s head dressed. 
So fearful were the blows that the paling 
was broken in two separate pieces over 
the man’s head. The deadly weapon was 
lett lying on the pavement by ihe side 
of its victim. ; 

Sergeant Brenning, of the police force, 
was on duty near the Equitable buiiding, 
and he was notified of the attack. He 
walked hastily to the scene. but the ne- 
groves Were out of sight long before. He 
found two negro women, however. who 
had been talking to the robbers about fif- 
teen minutes before the Italian was struck, 
and they gave him the name and address 
of one of the negroes. 

While taiking to the girls, they 
hibited that same fence paling which 
used with such terrific effect a few 
utes before. Consequently, Dock Hign- 
tower Was found at his home in the east- 
ern part of the city, and was locked up in 
the station house about daylight Tuesday 
morning. Cornelius Jackson, wht 1s sus- 
pected of being Hightower’s accomplice, 
was arrested a few minutes later, und was 
also locked up in .the station house 
terday. Both deny bitterly they assaulted 
the Italian, but have been positively iden- 
tified by him. 

For Assault To Murder. 

The two negroes were tried in the 
corder’s court yesterday afternoon. 
evidence Was strong against them, and 
Judge Calhoun bound them over to the 
superior court on the charge of assault 
with intent to murder. , 

The Italian states he will his 
assailants to the fullest extent ci the law, 
and if the assanit can be proved tn them, 
they will probably have to enjoy the hos- 
pitality of the state at one of the convict 
camps for a good number of years. 

One of the strangest features of the 
whole affair is that the Italian still lives, 
and his skull is not even. cracked. While 
he is in a precarious condition, vet it is 
thought he will be well in a few days.

Jury Declines To Award Any Damages in 
the Gammage Case. 


VERDICT WAS SOON REACHED 


Able Argument Was Made. Yester- 
day in the Case and Every Van- 
tage Ground Was Contested.

The $25,000 
brought by the heirs of the late T. H. 
Gammage against the Atlanta and West 
Point railroad, was concluded yesterday in 
the city court and at 3 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon the jury brought in a verdict in 
favor of the railroad, refusing to allow any 
damage in the case, 3 

The case was reached in the first division 
of the city court last Monday and has 
been stubbornly foughy by both sides. The 
heirs of Mr. Gammage were represented by 
Goodwin & Westmoreland. On account of 
the absence of Colonel Goodwin from the 
city, Judze T. P. Westmoreland -was 
sociated in the case. 

The Atlanta and West Point railroad com- 
pany Was represented by Dorsey, Brewster 
& Howell. Mr. Albert Howell, Jr... and 
Colonel Brewster were actively engaged in 
the case and examined the witnesses and 
made the arguments. 

Mr. Gammuge was killed on the night of 
February , 3; 1893. by the “Cannonball”

and was o-ertaken by the train in the cut, 
and there it. was that the’ collision 
curred. 

The plaintiffs alleged that the road was 
at fault in severe! particulars. They 
charged that the engineer failed to blow 
the signal whistle and also charged that 
the train was running at a high rate of 
speed as il approached the city limits. 

Witnesses were introduced by the road 
to show that Mr. Gammage was intox- 
icated When he left the city and that his 
horse, not having any restraint upon him, 
Was ailowed to go at random. It was aiso 
shown by the defense that it was impossi- 
ble for a horse to run throvgh the eut 
over the railroad tracks without tearing 
uy the buggy or throwing the occupant 
Out, 

During the trial of the case it was shown 
by several witnesses that they had heard 
it rumored that Mr. Gammage had been 
murdered by some party unknown and that 
he had been placed in the buggy and the 
horse started forward. As there were no 
eye witnesses to the reported tragedy, 
nothing could be substantiated and but lit- 
tle was placed ihn the murder 
theory. 

,hen the case Was resumed yesterday 
morning there were present many wit- 
hesses who had not testified, but the de- 
tense deemed it advisable to introduce no 
others, as it. Was thought sufficient 
mony had been introduced, The case went 
to the jury and Mr. Géorge Westmoreland 
began the argument. He asked for a ver- 
dict against the road based on the allega- 
tions set forth in the bill of declarations 
upon which the case was brought. 

Mr, Albert Howell, Jr., followed, asking 
for a verdict in favor of the railroad com- 
pany, as it had been shown that Mr. Gam- 
mage Was intoxicated and it was further 
shown that the road was in no way liable 
for the accident. Colonel srewster cited 
several cases showing where accidents had 
occurred under similar circumstances when 
the road was not held liable. He said Mr: 
Gammage was a trespasser upon the prop- 
erty of the railroad company; that he was 
not at a public crossing at the time of the 
accident and declared that the road could 
not be held responsible for the occurrence. 

The concluding argument was made 
Judge Westmoreland, who spoke in favo 
of his‘clients. 

The jury was out*but a short time, when 
a verdic’eallowing no damage was returned. 
The case had been tried once before and 
dismissed and the verdict reached yester- 
day is probably a final disposition of the 
case.

In the years that have elapsed the old Ter- 
minal’s been reorganized by 
Mr. Morgan into the Southern railway: the 
Baltimore and Ohio has gone into a receiv- 
ership, and Mr. Morgan will control the 
reorganization, and the Reading has been 
bought by Mr. Morgan: 

The Philadelphia and Reading has been 
an unfortunate property financially, stag- 
gering for years under an increasing load 
of debt. Twice before it has been reorgan- 
ized, but the scaling down was teo small. 
This time the security holders will have to 
surrender a larger percentage than ever of 
their bonds. 

Mr. Caster, who bought the Reading for 
Mr. Morgan, bid $20,500,000 for the whole out- 
fit, railroad, mines, wharves, boats, bonds 
and stock owned by the company. The sale 
Was the largest of the kind that has ever 
taken place in this country not excepting 
the Northern Pacilic sale. The par value of 
the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad 
Company and the Philadeiphia and Reading 
Coal and Iron Company is estimated at 
$250,000,000, The outstanding indebtedness 
amounted to about $45,000,000, on which there 
is an unpaid interest amounting to $600000, 

Mr. Caster deposited with the auctioneer 
three checks of $100,000 each, drawn by J. 
Pierpont Morgan & Co., to bind the sale. 
Mrs. Hetty Green filed a protest against the 
sale, she being the owner of a large amount 
of securities.

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STOPPAGE IN TRANSIT.

If One Point Gets It Another on the 
Same Line Is Entitled to It. 


The interstate commerce commission has 
rendered an important decision in regard 
to the privilege of stopping freight in 
transit. The commission says: 

If in case of shipments under a through 
bill of lading and a through rate, the priv- 
ilege of ‘‘stoppage in transit’ at an inter- 
mediate point and trying the market 
there, and if it be found unsatisfactory, of 
reshipping on to the point of or ginal des- 
tination at the balance of the through rate, 
be lawful. the granting of it to one locality 
and denying it to another under substan- 
(ally similar circumstances would be un- 
Just discrimination against the latter. 

In the south some points have enjoyed this 
privilege in the past, while it was denied 
to others, 

Among other recent rulings by the conr- 
mission are the following: 

Carriers have no right to disregard dis- 
tance and natural advantages for the pur- 
pose of bringing about commercial equality. 

The practice, if lawful. of giving to 
Kansas City, on shipments from the west 
through Pueblo, Colorado Springs, Denver 
and Cheyenne, and from the northwest 
through Chevenne, rates not higher than 
on such shipments to Omaha, furnishes no 
warrant for giving Omaha rates from Tex- 
as points not higher than those to Kansas 
City—the circumstances and conditions in 
the two cases being substantially dissim- 
ilar. 

Through rates are matters of contract 
and the commission has no power to com- 
pel connecting carriers to contract with 
each other.

Morrison Knows Them. 

Chairman Morrison, of the interstate com- 
merce commission, says that the Chicago 
railroad men “are a hard lot.” At the 
hearing this week in Chicago several rail- 
road men who had been notified to appear 
did not show up. 

“The sensational developments at the last 
meeting have made them wary.” says Cclo- 
nel Morrison, ‘‘and the witnesses did not 
fall into a trap so easily, yet some of them 
made confessions which proved that many 
of the irregularities that were shown to ex- 
ist a month ago, especially as regards the 
juggling of ‘through so-called tourist rates, 
were still practiced. The commission is not 
vet through with this matter and further 
investigation may be necessary.”
